When borou is made to act upon car- 


hori under tha beat of the electric fur- 
nace, two bodies are formed, one of 
them stable^ the other attackable by a 
mixture of ^otassic chlorate and acetic 
acul. The first of these has tho formula 
SoC C. M. IJ. 
Mois.«au, iu La Nature, 


says it is obtained by the direct union 
of borou with carbon in the electric for- 
mica an;l iu other ways which are indi- 
cated by the author. 


Boride of carbon belongs to the same 


class of cnr.ipouuds a.= silicide of carbou 
(carbide of silicon). 
Like the latter, it 


pos?e??es great stability aud great hard- 
ness. It occurs iu brilliant black crys- 
tals, having tbe density of 2.51. Heated 
to 1,000 degrees C. in oxygen gas, it 
burns slowly and with more difficulty 
than tbo diamond, yielding carbonic 
acid and a black residue coated with 
melted boracic acid. 
The most curious 


property of this upwconipunucl is its ex- 
cessive hardness!. 
While silicide of car- 


bon'scarcely polishes the diamond apd 
docs not cnt it, facets may bo produced 
on the diamond by using the dust of 
borido of caibou. 
Tho latter is very 


friable. 
It can to pounded fine in a 


'mcrtjr, then mixed with oil and used 
instead of diamond duf-t 
for cutting 


diamonds.

YOU-VG BUI5GLAKS. 


The Secretary of the Interior in con- 


ference with the House Committee on 
Pacific .Railroads advocated foreclosure 
of the Government mortgage on Pacific 
roads and selling them to the highest 
bidder. He is absolutely opposed to 
Government ownership of lailroads, 
and he thinks there will be no trouble 
in disposing of the roads. He asks 
Congress to pass an act forfeiting the 
land grants to the two companies, ex- 
emption being made in favor of bona 
fide purchasers from the railroads. If 
this is not done he will revoke his sus- 
pension orders and patent the lands to 
the roads. 


It does not follow that Government 


ownership of railroads would be a bad 
thing for the coantiy because Popu- 
lists favor it and Secretary Smith is 
opposed to it. At any rate the trial 
could be made if the subsidized roads 
are sold under a decree of foreclosure. 
The Government will then have a line 
from the Missouri river to tide water 
on the Pacific Coast. It can ascertain 
what it costs to transport freight and 
passengers and in case it does not care 
to remain in the railroad business it 
can pass an act fixing the traffic rates. 
To foreclose the mortgage and bell the 
road to a private corporation would be 
of no material benefit to the people of 
this coast, as tbe new owners would 
probably charge as high rates as tho 
old. What the people of theinteiior' 
want is a lav,- that will prevent the rail- 
road company, whether it be the South- 
ern Pacific or some other, from charg- 
ing aboat three times as much for 
freight to Nevada as is chaiged for the 
same class of freight tc points east and 
west of the State. 
Merchandise is 


carried from the East to Sacramento at 
much less than the Kevada rate, and 
freight is carried from Sacramento to 
Ogden and beyond for what Nevada 
shipper have to pay.

It is not strange that people gaze at 


tho shaft surmounted by the bronze fig- 
ure of Stephen A. Douglas, OTerlookirig 
tho lake, as they pass by the spot where 
tho remains of the electric statesman 
are at rest. 


It was Oliver Wendell Holmes who 


said that it is the incidental part of a 
man's life which interests the people. 
There was a good deal of this sort of 
thing in the Douglas family. There 
rnus through tho story of that family a 
thread of the uncommon. 
The country 


knows till about the political career of 
the man v;bo faced Lincoln iu debate, 
and •who becatno the idolized leader of 
his party iu the north. There waa some- 
thing in the disappointment of the man 
that'tcuched the sensibilities of his op- 
ponents, ns there is always and over 
will bo something pathetic in the fail- 
ure of one who expires when within 
grasp of a long cherished hope. 


A picture of the house in which Doug- 


las was born was recently taken at the 
suggestion of his only living sister, Mrs. 
Sarah Granger, now 84 years old, and 
still living on the old farm near Clifton 
Springs, N. Y., on which sho was mar- 
ried, and \vhich waa opened up by her 
husband's father, Hezekiah Granger, 
in 1799. 


The father of Douglas, svhose uarne 


was also Stephen A.—the Little Giant 
being tho fourth Stephen A. in direct 
line—was standing before the big fire- 
place in his home at Brandon, Vt, with 
his son, then two months old, in his 
BVIUS. 
The father's heart was affected, 


and he let the child fall from his grasp. 
The father fell dead. The child fell in- 
to the ashes, and but for instantaneous 
rescue would have met a horrible dor.ili. 
Tho mother of Douglas was Sarah Fisk, 
and she \s'as tho second cousia of Jim 
Pisk of picturesque career and tragic 
ond.

kissed him goodby. 


"When are you coming back to Bee 


your old mother?" she asked him. 


"Qn my way to congress," was tho 


prophetic reply. There is a Patmos that 
rises aorpsa the way of some mortals. 


A good many years went by, arid the 


faithful mother used to go down to tho 
gate of the lawn and look along the 
lane and go back again uncousoled. 
One day she saw a man coming, and, 
though he had grown and had some of 
that tired look in his face which tho 
west imprinted on its young men, the 
woman knew this was her boy. He held 
in his hand his certificate of election to 
the lower house of the national congress 
from the district in which he lived in 
Illinois. Ho was on his way to congress. 


Long years after this, when tho young 


man had scars upon his political armor, 
made in contest with the giants of those 
days, and when he was in the race for 
the White House wreath and tho press 
of the opposition was vindictive in its 
attack upon him, Douglas stopped on 
his return from Washington to visit his 
mother, who had in the meantime mov- 
ed up near the Canadian border. 
Tho 


wagon roads were filled with the plain 
people of that section who assembled at 
the station to meet the presidential can- 
didate. The old woman threw her arms 
about the neck of her boy in tho pres- 
ence of the multitude, and cried ont, 
"Ah, they do not know my boy as I do 
or they would not say what they do 
about him"—referring to the attacks of 
the opposition. And the son, forgetting 
for the moment that he was iu a presi- 
dential contest, embraced the old lady 
and responded in the hearing of the 
concourse, "Thank God, I have found 
my mother. "—Chicago Chronicle.

They had some 
Cue stock on exhibiiou, and a Peunsyl- 
vauiau had sent down about 20 of the 
finest looking hogs yon ever saw. They 
were mostly Chester Whites, and if I 
recollect arighf they were exhibited by 
Thomas Wood, a, great hog aud cattle 
fancier of 20 and 80 years ago. He it 
was who introduced that famous breed 
of hogs, the Chester White, and he 
made a great deal of money ont of hia 
fancy stock. He was a Friend—a Qua- 
ke*, you know—who used the plain lan- 
guage and wore a broad brimmed hat 
He was a smart old gentleman, honest 
and prosperous. 
He sent his hogs from 


state fair to state fair, and they took so 
many prizes aud bine ribbons that each 
bog looked like a boy who had spent all 
his money making a collection ci badges. 


'' When the Macon jndges made their 


awards, they gave bine ribbons very lib- 
erally to the razor backs, but not one of 
the fat, sleek Pennsylvania hogs got a 
prize. The owner of the" exhibit did not 
understand it, so he hunted • up one of 
the jndges and said in the language of 
tho Friends: 
" 'I know thee (o be an honest man, 


and I do not quostion'thy fairness in the 
award, but to gratify my own cariosity 
I would. be glad to have thee tell me 
why thee gave all the prizes to the na- 
tive stock and what fault thee found in 
mine?' 
" 'My friend, the committee admired 


your hogs greatly,' the judge replied. 
'They are certainly handsome, and I 
have no doubt that in your section they 
are the best breed to raise, but they are 
not suited for this country. They 'are so 
short legged and fat that a nigger could 
catch them in two minutes. 
What we 


require in a hog in the south is legs aud 
wind. Wo give our prizes for speed.' "
